The producers of cotton and the., 
friends, desire a voice in the price 
and d e m a n d th a t it include a prom . 
x he speculative and spinning inter­ 
ests desire to prevent this and ate 
not asleep on their job. 
They m u 
orated several schemes d uring the 
harvest and sale of the 1919 crop to 
th w a rt the aims ut the p roducers and 
th e ir friends, whether or not tiles*, 
schem es were hatched by enemies «t 
the producers, 
such enemies h a s e 
used them to beat down th e price o. 
cotton.

Some of the conditions which haw. 
been ta k e n advantage of are:

press the price.’’

“ The world does 
need cotton and will need it in in­ 
creasing amounts. 
T he cotton grow­ 
er must protect himself; 
as certain­ 
ly no one else will protect him oi 
will pay him one 
cent more

pound for his cotton th a n it can be 
b o u g h t at. 
The dealer would try 
to buy it at ten cents per pound, e\ on 
if th e cost were th irty cents.

would sell at one dollar per P ° ” rul 
if it were possible to obtain it.

em b arg o furnished a splendid oppor­ 
tu n ity for this conspiracy. 
The action of the reserve bank 
board caused banks to call loans on 
cotton, which forced it to sell, th u s 
aiding in the scheme to depress the 
price.

•plans laid to cut the value of the 
1920 crop in half.

Senate Joint Resolution No. 12.— - 
Preposing an am endm ent to section 
4 of article XI of the constitution of 
the state of Texas, by increasing the 
total tax rate thai: may be levied by 
cities and towns having a population 
of five thousand or less than one- 
fourth of one per cent to riot exceed­ 
ing one and one-half per cent, and 
making appropriation therefor. 
Be is resolved by thel egislature of 
the state of Texas: 
Section I. 
T h at section 4, article1 
XI of the eontsitution be so amended 
as hereafter to read as follows: 
Section 4. 
Cities and lowrrs having 
a population of five thousand or less 
may be chartered alone by general 
law. 
They may levy, assess and col­ 
lect such taxes as may be authorized 
by law, but no tax for any purpose 
shall ever be lawful for any one year 
which shall exceed one and one-half 
per cent of the taxable property of 
such city; 
and all taxes shall be col­ 
lectible only in current, money, and 
all licenses and occupation taxes lev­ 
ied, and all fines, forfeitures and pen 
allies 
accruing 
to said 
cities 
and 
towns shall be collectible only in cu r­ 
rent money. 
Section 2. 
The foregoing consti­ 
tutional am endm ent shal be subm it­ 
ted to a vote of the qualified electors 
of the state at an election to be held 
throughout 
the state 
on the 
first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in No­ 
vember, 1920, at which election all 
of ors favoring said proposed am end­ 
ment shall w rite or have printed on 
their ballets tile words. 
"F o r 
the 
am endm ent of section 4, article XI 
of the constitution increasing the to- 
al tax rate that may be levied by 
towns and cities having a population 
of five thousand or less from ono- 
ourth of one per cent to not exceed- 
ng one and one-half per cent of any 
one year," and all voters opposed to 
said am endm ent shall write or have 
printed on t h e i r ballots the words, 
Against the am endm ent of section 4, 
article XI of the constittuion increas­ 
ing the total tax rate th at may be 
levied by towns and cities having a 
population of five thousand or less 
from one-fourth of one per cent to 
not exceeding one and one-half per 
cent of any one year." 
Section 3. 
The governor of the 
state is hereby directed to issue tho 
necessary proclamation for said elec­ 
tion, and to have the same published 
as required by the constitution and 
existing laws of the state. 
Section 4. 
T hat the sum of five 
thousand dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, is hereby ap­ 
propriated out of any funds in the 
treasury of the state of Texas not 
otherwise appropriated to pay the ex­ 
penses of such publication and elec-
